It 
is a pity that more time was not available to discuss 
local sightings and UFO activity and the result may 
have seemed slightly biased against this, but one 
cannot do everything at once and certainly MAPIT - 
and the UFO scene in the North West - must benefit 
from this publicity. Thanks must go to Mike and Ken 
for co-operating so well in this venture.

THE WIRRAL CONFERENCE 

This summer, under the organisation of the Wirral. 
UFO Society, the first Northern UFO Conference for 
some time was held at Bebington. The response was 


far above expectation with approximately 100 people 
enjoying a well-run afternoon. Of course there were 
problems, and we must learn from them, as the organ¬ 
isers openly stated. On the whole, though, they 
must be congratulaced for attempting such a venture. 
The speakers could, frankly,have been better - 
although for entertainment value they were a success. 
Also most were speaking in public for the first time 
so allowances had to be made. In truth taough it 
was not mainly the quality of th^ speeches but their 
content which left things to o desired. One wonders 
at the impression of a newcomer to UFOlogy or an 
outsider to the subject when hearing the talks of 
Alan Walsh regarding UFO's in the centre of Liverpool. 
One is not disputing.the basic facts, simply the 
fantastic way in which they were presented. Also we 
were subjected to a never-ending onslaught of pseudo- 
religion from a Mr.Blower which seempd to be doing 


its besx to avoid the subjecx of UFO^s altogether. 
The last section in particular was great to hear 
but of course it was not megr^t to be funny. About 
the only saving grace was the brief talks by 
representatives of various groups - this did some¬ 
thing to salvage a measure of scientific respect¬ 
ability and common sense. I am not knocking the 
Conference, which, as I say can certainly be counted 
a qualified success. We hope to arrange one in the 
Manchester Area tnis Au.tumn or Winter with the help 

of the Wirral Group. Probably a more comprehensive 
exhibition of UFO case histories (with artistic 
drawings) and graphs and (harts with the possible 
addition of UFO equipment, demonstrations, will be 
a beneficial addition. But certainly this effoit 
is to be commended and we will find it of immense

UFOs and Time Travel (Part 1) . 

In the Gobi Desert there is a formation of sandstone 


rock. It was formed by the slow . solification of a 
sandy beach or river bed 3rd it contains the footprint 
of a man who walked across that sand - two million 
years ago. That fact alone is not too surprising. 

Geologists now believe that man's ancestors stretch 
back to 10-15 million years and fossilised remains do 

exist, - but these are primative sub-human races, not 
civilised man and the footprint in the Gobi rock is of 
a ma$ wearing a shce. 

This is no isolated incident, either. Other rocks 
abound with foot and hand-prints in them Rocks which 
formed at times when Dinosaurs roamed a tropical world 
and hardly any mammals and certainly no men existed. 

There are even stones of archfacts found inside rocks - 

for example, iron nails. This is fortunate since over 
75 million years only the most hardy archfacts would 

survive the ravages of time. How much of our plastic- 
bottled cake-canned world will become fossils for 
future Geologists? The question is, how can these things 
occur? So far tr e only explanation put forward has been 
that these prove that either Men have be^n around for 
longer than we believe, or that they are proof of an 
extra- terrestial visitation. Two noints are important. 

These rocks are spaced over millions of years and they 
show no sign of evolution. If man had been around for 
so long we would not be here as we are now. Apart from 
this, the fossil record - though incomplete - has become 
clear enough to be certain that humans could not have 
existed so long ago. So where are we left? Extra- 
Terxestrial visitors are possible. Though the time 

factor.is a problem. Did they vi?it us every few.million 
years (even though there was no intelligent life';. Are 

they remains of many different space races? How long 


has life abounded in the Universe? Or are they signs of 

time travel? In this series I will endeavour to put 
forward ideas and T theories about why tirae-traYal is^ 
possible and how UFO's can get into its theories but 

let's consider these mysteries first. Time Travel is 
probably only possible into the past (though how do you 
set back to vour oresent - the oasts' fut re). 


Expeditions would be sent to observe the past and 


would be left to become our fossils. If these 
expeditions are from, say, 2974AD, we are in the 
remote past to them. Consider how we would study 
the civilisation of 974AD in a helicopter. *7e 
would transport that back in time. 

Next month I will compare this to the UFO 
phenomena.
